a. In claim 15, line 2, the claimed "in updating map data" should be corrected to "in 
updating the map data" to explicitly. refer to the map data stated in line 1 of the claim. 

b. In claim 15, line 6, the claimed "inputting the update data for updating the map data" 
should be corrected to "inputting the update data, by an update data input section , for 
updating the map data" to provide proper antecedent basis for the "said update data 
input section" in lines 12 and 16 of claim 15. 

c. In claim 15, line 10, the claimed "a batch update section" should be corrected to ' 'said 
batch update section" to explicitly refer to the batch update section stated in line 8. 

d. In claim 15, line 13, the claimed "a dynamic update section" should be corrected to 
'' said dynamic update section" to explicitly refer to the dynamic update section stated 
in line 8. 

e. In claim 16, line 2, the claimed "makes map data available" should be corrected to 
"makes version map data available" to explicitly refer to the map data that has not 
been updated.
